Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1,4-5, 7-8, 11-14 and 20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record discloses a packet detection system and method in communication systems 
where the incoming signal samples are cross correlated with a known sequence and the 
resulted signal is then adjusted in sign and self correlated with a sum of correlation is 
used for detection, but prior art fails to disclose that for detection the system is 
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processing the sum of the self correlations includes comparing for a period of time the 
magnitude of the sum of the self correlations to a first threshold and summing the sums 
of the self correlation whose magnitudes exceed the first threshold and comparing the 
magnitude of summed sums to a second threshold and also the sum of the self 
correlations includes comparing for a period of time the magnitude of the sum of the self 
correlations to a first threshold and summing magnitudes of the sum of the self 
correlation that exceed the first threshold and comparing the summed magnitudes to a 
second threshold.
